The prior art of record neither teaches nor suggests a catalyst composition 
comprising distinct Fischer-Tropsch catalyst particles and distinct catalyst particles 
comprising zeolite Y, in another words the Fischer-Tropsch catalyst is not incorporated 
into zeolite Y, in order to have maximum isomerization activity and having Fischer- 
Tropsch activity with a water adsorption capacity of at least 16 wt%, wherein the 
particles comprising zeolite Y have not impregnated with a metal having Fischer- 
Tropsch activity. Nor would it have been obvious to modify the catalyst composition of 
the prior art to arrive at the catalyst composition of the instant claimed invention. There 
is no motivation to do so.
